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To  the  School  Board  and  the  Citizens  of  the 
School  District  of  Columbia: 

Foreword 

In  all  probability  we  are  hearing  more  criticisms 
today  of  what  our  schools  are  or  are  not  doing  than 
has  been  heard  for  a  long  time.  Of  grave  concern  to 
many  parents,  educators,  and  laymen  is  what  they  be- 
lieve to  be  the  failure  of  the  public  schools  in  such 
responsibilities  as  teaching  the  three  R's,  maintain- 
ing discipline,  and  in  using  meaningful  report  cards. 
For  the  most  part  the  attention  in  these  criticisms 
seems  to  be  focused  upon  the  immediate  situation, 
rather  than  upon  the  overall  long  range  product  of  our 
schools,  namely,  how  well  these  same  pupils,  who  ap- 
parently are  believed  to  be  missing  so  much,  fit  into 
our  rapid  moving  society  at  a  later  date  when  they  be- 
come adults.  Undoubtedly,  a  number  of  cases  can 
be  readily  pointed  out  in  most  communities  where  the 
attainments  are  not  particularly  outstanding.  The 
crux  of  the  matter,  however,  seems  to  lie  in  the 
answer  to  the  question  of  whether  the  failure  of  the 
individual  to  have  made  more  of  himself  is  due  to  his 
not  having  received  sufficient  drill  work  and  his  not 
being  disciplined  while  in  school  or  is  it  due  perhaps, 
also,  to  influences  received  in  the  home  and  community 
during  those  important  formative  years. 

Whatever  may  be  our  convictions  about  this  very 
difficult  and  yet  vitally  important  question,  all  of  us — 
school  people,  parents,  and  laymen,  for  we  are  all  in 
this  work  together  of  educating  our  children — may 
well  take  seriously  the  criticisms  being  made  of  our 
present  day  educational  programs.  Certainly,  if  we 
are  to  go  along  with  the  generally  accepted  adage,  and 
observance  of  actions  seems  to  indicate  that  we 
should, —  that  everything  which  goes  into  the  mind 
comes  out  in  life  some  way,  some  time,  somewhere — 


in  other  vyorcs,  the  conscious  mind  of  today  is  the  sub- 
conscious mind  of  tomorrow — then  we  migh;  well 
carefully  examine  the  subject  matter,  and  the  pro- 
cedure used  in  teaching  it,  in  our  schools  with  the  pri- 
mary purpose  of  doing  everything  possible  to  make 
the  content  and  method  most  helpful  and  meaning- 
ful to  the  boys  and  girls  in  later  years  as  well  as  rn  the 
immediate  present. 

Teachers 

We  are  certainly  fortunate,  when  the  indications 
are  that  the  continued  acute  teacher  shortage  of  our 
whole  country  is  growing  worse  instead  of  better,  to 
have  veteran  teachers  in  all  our  schools.  Mrs.  Myra  A. 
Holbrook,  a  former  teacher  in  this  area,  has  replaced 
Mrs.  Christie  Kimball,  and  is  teaching  Grades  5-8  at 
the  Grand  Division  School.  The  teachers  who  have  re- 
turned to  work  with  us  again  this  year  and  their  re- 
spective schools  and  grades  are  Florence  B.  Hughes, 
Church,  Grades  1-4 ;  Feme  C.  Fogs:,  Cone.  Grades  5-8 ; 
and  Mary  E.  Gray,  South  Columbia,  Grades  1-4. 

School    Nurse — Health 

With  the  purchase  of  a  new  Maico  Audiometer 
by  the  supervisory  union,  it  is  now  possible  for  Mrs. 
Ethel  S.  Sturgis,  our  school  nurse,  to  test  hearing  at 
any  time  and  to  conduct  follow-up  work  when  neces- 
sary. The  addition  of  this  valuable  machine,  to  that 
of  the  Massachusetts  Eye  Testing  Equipment  already 
in  hand,  provides  greater  opportunitv  to  help  pupils 
more  efficiently  maintain  that  e-ood  heaHh  so  essential 
to  a  happy  and  successful  overall  school  life. 

Much  important  wo^k  is  done,  too.  at  Dr.  F.  Ham- 
mond Dickson's  Dental  Clinic,  held  once  a  week 
throughout  the  school  year,  for  many  pupils  who 
would  find  it  otherwise  difficult  to  receive  needed 
dental  care.  A  pre-school  clinic  conducted  in  the 
spring,  also,  makes  it  possible  to  determine  the  gen- 
eral health  status  of  children  planning  to  enter  the 
First  Grade  the  following  fall  in  time  to  receive  med- 


kal   attention,    when   needed   before   the   opening   of 
school. 

Enrollment  and  Attendance 

For  the  third  successive  year  the  enrollment  in 
the  schools  within  the  district  continues  to  decrease, 
as  cnly  73  are  enrolled  at  the  time  of  this  writing  in 
comparison  to  77  last  year,  81  the  pevious  year,  and 
88  the  year  before  that.  An  excellent  average  per- 
centage of  attendance  of  96.18  was  maintained  during 
the  past  year,  and  the  average  number  of  tardinesses 
was  .36.  A  breakdown  of  these  data  for  each  school 
may  be  found  in  a  tabulation  printed  on  subsequent 
pages  in  this  report. 

The  number  of  pupils  attending  school  outside  the 
district  has  decreased  over  the  past  year,  also,  since 
there  are  31  as  compared  to  40  a  year  ago  at  this  time. 
A  breakdown  of  this  number  among  the  respective 
schools  shows  11  at  Colebrook  Elementarv  School,  17 
at  Colebrook  Academv,  2  at  Stratford  High  School, 
and  one  at  Crotched  Mountain  Rehabilitation  Center. 

Buildings 

For  the  most  part  work  done  in  the  improving  of 
buildings  during  the  rjast  summer  vacation  period 
was  confined  to  the  Church  School.  The  major  im- 
provements made  included  moving  the  building  north 
of  where  it  formerlv  set  and  placing  it  upon  a  cement 
foundation  with  cellar  beneath;  shortening  f--—"ier 
woodshed  and  converting  it  into  a  hallwav  provided 
with  ceiling;  construction  of  stairs  from  this  hallway 
to  the  cellar;  lenqrfhenino-  chimnev  to  basement;  con- 
version of  forme1'  hooter  into  a  hot  air  furnace;  pro- 
vision of  runninsr  spring  water;  installation  of  frost 
proof  toilets  and  sentic  tank:  and  oradiner  the  school 
r^ounds  with  p^avel.  Jt  should  bp  mentioned  here 
th^t  it  w^s  onl""-  thron'o-h  +V>o  p-prtprQc-itv  of  l?>nd  owners 
and  the  mtprpst  of  the  Columbia  CraTi^e  in  the  wel- 
fare of  th^  '""hool  that  if  was  possible  to  provide  the 
running  water. 
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Outside  of  the  installation  of  a  new  sink  drain  at 
the  Cone  School,  which  extends  to  the  limits  of  the 
grading  on  the  south  side  of  the  school  grounds,  only 
a  few  minor  repairs  were  necessary. 

Notes  on  the  Budget 

Although  the  school  board's  budcret  has  increased 
over  that  of  last  year,  since  it  is  $30,413.00  as  com- 
pared to  $28,339.00,  the  increase  in  the  estimated  in- 
come from  $4,000.00  to  S6.000.00  results  in  a  reau-sted 
appropriation  of  S24.413.00  which  compares  favorably 
with  the  $24,339.00  rennested  last  ^ear.  By  and  large 
the  increase  in  the  budget  i<?  ^xr^ained  by  provision 
for  increases  in  salaries  and  tuition  costs. 

Conclusion 

As  I  have  said  severa1  times  breviouslv,  I  wish  to 
thank  the  members  of  the  School  Board,  parents, 
teachers,  and  citizens  for  all  the  help  and  cooperation 
received  in  our  work  to^et^er  to  provide  good  schools. 
It  is  only  with  the  asF^+anre  of  von  pll  that  high 
standards  can  be  achieved  and  maintained.
